owning your own home is 


supposed to be one of the 
host investments for those 
with limited means. And in 
recent years, it has been a 
good one. In some major 
metropolitan areas, homes 
hove doubled in value in the 
past seven years. 


Those are glad tidings, in- 


deed, if you are one of the 
lucky ones now in a position 
to cash in your investment. 
But watch out for the tax 
collector. 


He is quietly waiting for 


you to turn a neat profit on 
the sale, because he is in 
line for a big chunk of it. 
Your profit is known as cap- 
ital gain, and it's not un- 
common for upwards of 23 
per cent of it to be ear- 
marked for Uncle Sam. 


If you buy another house 


costing as much or more 
than the one you've sold, you 
can escape the tax for the 
time being. But if you're 
moving into an apartment, 
or otherwise converting your 
housing investment into cash, 
you will have to cope with 
(he tax problem. 


Broadly 
speaking, 
your 


profit on the sale of a house 
is the difference between 
what you paid for it and what 
you sell it for. There are 
ways to shave the amount 
that's taxable, however. 


Let's take Jack and Lee 


Martin as an example. In 
1960. 
the 
Martins 
bought 


their first house for $17,000. 
They sold it last fall for $34,- 
000 and moved into an apart- 
ment. 


The apparent gain here is 


obviously $17.000, but that's 
not the amount on which the 
Martins paid the tax. There 
were, as they say in old 
movies, extenuating circum- 
stances. 


For one thing, the Martins 


incurred several major ex- 
penses in the purchase and 
improvement of their home, 
so tnat for tax purposes, the 
cost was more than $17,000. 


The day they took owner- 


ship, they paid $700 in clos- 
ing costs. Tax rules allowed 
$500 of this to be considered 
as part of the price of th* 
house, so that made their 
investment $17,500. 


Since the house was brand- 


new, and the lot ungraced by 
blade or branch, the Mar- 
tins had to invest in exten- 
sive 
landscaping. Installa- 


tion of a lawn cost $600, an- 
other $300 went for trees, 
and $-100 for assorted shrubs. 


All told, the greenery cost 


$1.300 and boosted the cost 
of the property by that much, 
bringing the cost up to $18,- 
800. 


After Jack and Lee had 


lived in the house for five 
years, 
they 
decided 
that 


what the place needed was a 
screened porch. They added 
one at the rear at a cost of 
$1,200. 
This 
addition 
ran 


their total expenditure on the 
house up to $20,000. 


When the Martins finally 


sold the house in 1969 for 
$34,000, they paid a real 
estate broker a $2,000 com- 
mission to arrange the sale. 
This sum was also added to 
the cost of the house bring- 
ing the new total up to $22 - 
000.

Steve Blass has thrown in 


with Luke Walker to get another 
pick-up game going for the 
Pittsburgh Pirates. 


Blass, making his first start 


in a month, hurled six scoreless 
innings as Pittsburgh nipped 
San Diego 2-1 in Friday night's 
doubleheader opener to end a 
three-game losing string. 


Then Walker, who has given 


the Pirates' troubled pitching 
staff a big lift since being called 
out of the bullpen last month, 
completed a sweep of the twi- 
nighter by taming the Padres 
10-1 with a six-hitter. 


After Blass, who has been 


sidelined with a badly bruised 
right elbow, teamed up with re- 


• liever Orlando Pena on a four- 
- hitter, Walker sent the National 
League's East Division leaders 


'• three games up on the runner- 
up New York Mets with his fifth 
consecutive victory. 


The Mets divided a twin bill 


with Atlana, winning the night- 
cap 4-2 after a 10-2 first-game 
loss, 
and 
dropped 
another 


length off the Pirates' pace. 
Elsewhere, St. Louis edged San 
Francisco 2-1 in 13 innings be- 
fore bowing 5-4 to the Giants in 
10; Philadelphia shaded Cincin- 
nati 5-4; Los Angeles slugged 
the Chicago Cubs 13-9, and 
Montreal drubbed Houston 10-2. 
. In American League games, 
Oakland topped Baltimore 4-0; 
Boston stunned Minnesota 8-1; 
California defeated Detroit 7-3; 
the New York Yankees beat 
Kansas City 3-2 in 10 innings; 
Milwaukee downed Cleveland 4- 
3 in 11 and Washington subdued 
the Chicago White Sox 6-5 in 10. 


Blass, out of action since July 


12, when he was struck on the 
elbow by a drive off the bat of 
St. Louis' Joe Torre, checked 
the Padres on two hits but was 
locked in a scoreless deadlock 
with left-hander Dave Roberts 
when he was lifted for a pinch- 
hitter in the sixth. 


Roberto Clemente's 13th hom- 


er, Jerry May's triple, a walk 
and a run-producing double play 
grounder gave the Pirates a 2-0 
lead in the seventh. Pena 
shrugged off a San Diego run in 
the eighth to gain his second 
victory without a loss.

throwing 63 pitches ... seven 
under the limit prescribed for 
him by Manager Danny Mur- 
taugh. "But now I can walk into 
the clubhouse and look every- 
body in the eye again.

Dobson Hurls 
8th Straight 
Victory

Chuck Dobson didn't want to 


leave but when he heard it was 
the Mudcat coming to the res- 
cue, the sizzling Oakland right- 
hander quietly sat down to 
watch and enjoy his eighth con- 
secutive triumph. 


Dobson is the pitching ring- 


leader of the A's, who have 
now won six of seven and made 
the Baltimore Orioles their lat- 
est victims Friday night with a 
4-0 victory, pushing Oakland to 
within four games of slumping 
Minnesota in the West. 


The 6-foot-4, 200-pound Dob- 


son, now 15-10, after reeling off 
his eighth straight, blanked the 
Eastern leaders for 7 1-3 in- 
nings before the Orioles touched 
him for their fourth hit. A walk

Grant, who gained his 21st save 
of the year by shutting off the 
Orioles the rest of the way. 


"I thought I should 
have 


stayed in," the 26-year-old Dob- 
son said afterward. "You hate 
to come out but when you have 
a pitcher like Mudcat in the 
bullpen, you don't mind too 
much." 


Dobson, however, hasn't need- 


ed much help lately. He ran his 
scoreless streak to 20 1-3 innings 
and has given up only one run in 
his last 35 innings. His last loss 
was on July 
7th when he 


dropped a 4-2 decision to Minne- 
sota. 


"I've always been a streak 


pitcher," said Dobson, who was 
15-13 last year with the A's. 
"But never like this. Usually I'd 
win three in a row. I'm amazed 
to win eight in a row." 


Bert Campaneris and Rick 


Monday took care of the A's of- 
fense. Campaneris singled three 
times, scored twice and drove in 
a run while Monday cracked a 
sacrifice fly and stroked a solo 
homer.

SHAVING STROKES

The Hafed Shank 


We almost made it through 


the year without mentioning 
that dreaded nemesis, the 
shank. That's the horrible- 
looking shot that squirts off 
at a 90-degree angle and 
makes the strongest man 
break out in a blush. 


More common is the half- 


shank, which sees the ball- 
on any kind of iron shot— 
varoom toward a playing 
partner or a tree. I've done 
it myself recently, and it's no 
fun. Ou» on the tour, nobody 
ever mentions shanking. It's 
that awful. 


But you have to under- 


stand a shank to kill one, so 
let's discuss it. Ironically, it's 
the closest thing to a perfect 
shot there is. The closer to 
the shaft you hit a shot, the 
more solid it will be. Up to a 
point. 


The shank is caused by bad 


balance. Usually you will be 
up on your toes at impact, 
trying to kill the ball, your 
rhythm and tempo destroyed 


because you're swinging too 
hard. 


To correct this condition, 


concentrate on keeping your 
weight back, and on not over-

Curb On College Gifts 


A recent caution issued by the 


Internal Revenue Service is a 
depressing backlash of strife on 
the nation's university cam* 
puses, the IRS has distributed a 
s«t of cautionary guidelines that 
include warnings to individual 
contributors to colleges and 
universities. 


A gift may be denied federal or 


state tax deducibility if the IRS 
rules are not heeded. Their trust 
is to punish a donor if the college 
to which he contributes carries 
on propaganda intended to in- 
fluence national legislation. 
In 


addition, a tax-exempt in- 
stitution is prohibited from 
participating in any "political 
campaign on behalf of any 
candidate for public office." 


This evident threat to freedom 


of expression seems sure to be 
tested in the courts. It cannot be 
allowed 
to stand 
without 


challenge. 
One deplorable 


aspect of the matter Is that under 
these rules a donor would have to 
anticipate a college's official 
behavior before making a gift, or 
alternatively circumscribe his 
gift with conditions that no in- 
stitution could predict, demand 
or control. This is a matter that 
should be threshed out legally as 
soon as possible. - West Point

Warned He'd 
Be Blamed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon was warned months 
ago he would be blamed for a 
proposal to liberalize the na- 
tion's obscenity laws if he didn't 
fire the Commission on Pornog- 
raphy staff and most of its 
members, a packet of letters 
has disclosed. 


The letters from Charles H. 


Keating Jr., Nixon's lone com- 
mission 
appointee, 
were re- 


leased Thursday by Rep. Robert 
N. C. Nix, D-Pa., after the 
White House disclaimed the 
commission and called it former 
President Lyndon B. Johnson's. 


"Inasmuch as it Is a presiden- 


tial commission," said one of 
Keating's letters, "I am con- 
cerned not only that the pornog- 
raphers will have taken a giant 
step toward winning the war but 
that your administration will re- 
ceive the blame." 


Keating, a Cincinnati attorney 


and founder of the Citizens for 
Decent Literature, Inc., urged 
Nixon 11 months ago to replace 
all but six of the 18 commission 
members. He said the new Nix- 
on commission 
should 
then 


"promptly install a new staff." 


Last month, Keating told Nix- 


on "the situation is critical" and 
that he had seen draft reports 
confirming the commission was 
headed for a recommendation to 
repeal all U.S. laws against por- 
nography for adults. 


Tile commission's draft report 


akjo recommends enactment of 
laws to protect children against 
exposure to pornography and 
bans its use in public displays 
or unsolicited mail advertise- 
ment*. 


The White House announced 


Tuesday the president would op- 
pose repeal of pornography laws 
for adults. Press Secretary Ron- 
ald L. Ziegler stressed: 


"This is not Nixon's commis- 


sion. It was formed under a pre- 
vious administration." 


Keatjngs letters were turned 


over to Nix, chairman of a 
House subcommittee that blast- 
ed the draft report at a hearing 
Tuesday, by Keating'* Citizens 
for Decent Literature. 


"1 do not think it is reason- 


able," Nixoo^ in releasing the 
letters, "for th* White House to 
wash its hands completely of 
the obscenity commission by 
merely blaming the whole me£« 
on the previous administra- 
tion."

We are all familiar with the 


small horse known as a Shetland 
pony. It may be surprising to 
many to know there is com- 
parable creature in the dog 
world known as the Shetland 
Sheepdog or Sheltie. 


And what's more, they are 


being bred and raised near Hope 
by Mr. and Mrs. Jim Andreas, 
who live 4>i miles south of 16th 
Street on the Spring Hill Road. 


A few years ago when the 


Andresses' children were quite 
small, they became interested in 
getting a dog for them. A neigh- 
bor had a Collie whom they all 
loved, but he was So Big. It was 
then that they saw an ad in the 
leading daily paper of a nearby 
city . the first time they had 
heard of a miniature collie. A 
short time later they purchased 
their first Sheltie. 


It was 3 years ago that the 


Andress 
family 
began 
its 


complete breeding program of 
Shetland Sheepdogs. 
This 


animal is a minature executive. 
He is bred to work, coming from 
a hardy, tough, weather-beaten 
race of dogs. What he lacks in 
height (he's only 13 to 16 inches 
tail) he makes up with a mar- 
velous physique a sturdily put 
together, compact body with 
wide, well-sprung ribs. His thick 
double coat affords protection 
from arctic cold and acts as an 
insulator against torrid heat. 
But with rugged strength and 
endurance, the Sheltie is a Collie 
in Miniature. 


His love for the outdoors 


makes this a man's dog, and he 
has engrained in him devotion 
and loyalty. With children, the 
Sheltie is the most considerate 
and 
tender 
of companions. 


Neither dog nor man will dare to 
trespass when the Sheltie is 
about. He will judge a stranger 
and instantly ward off un- 
welcome intruders. 
Training 


cornea easy to the Sheltie. In 
Obedience Classes he exhibits 
poise and responsiveness to 


commands. He has the ability to 
coordinate and work out in that 
trained mind of his the ways and 
means of doing things in a logical 
sequence. 


Mr. and Mrs. Andress have 


had as many as 19 dogs at one 
time and never less than 4, one 
sire and three dams. 
"Capt. 


Jack" is their first sire and he is 
their biggest dog, standing 15Vi 
inches tall at the shoulder. He is 
a shaded sable with a dark 
overcoat. When he is bred with a 
golden sable and white female, 
the resulting pups are beautiful. 


Why are Shetland ponies and 


dogs so small? It is believed, 
logically, that Use animals stem 
from a breed developed on the 
Shetland Islands where there is 
an abundance of neither fodder 
nor flocks. The land is made up 
of rugged rocks, where only the 
most meager vegetation can 
survive, s,nd is surrounded by the 
Sea, which brews frequent and 
severe storms. No wonder only 
the hardiest of men and beasts 
and the smallest 
could find 


subsistence or have sufficient 
foothold there. 


At the age of 5 or 6 weeks the 


Sheltie is ready to be obtained 
as a pet or as a show dog. The 
Andresses are careful in their 
placement of their dogs, and they 
must feel they are placing the 
animals in a good home or they 
don't sell them. If you are out in 
their direction, don't go look at 
their Shelties unless you are 
prepared to lose your heart.

4m. Legion, 
Opposition 
in Portland 


PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) — 


The American Legion and thou- 
sands of young people who don't 
like its stand on the Vietnam 
war are coming to Portland this 
month andjpassive efforts are 
under'way to keep them apart'. 


About 14,000 Legion delegates 


are expected, and officials an- 
ticipate an influx of 40,000 to 
50,000 young people. 


"They say they know the best 


for America," said a spokesman 
for a youth group calling itself 
the People's Army Jamboree. 
"We are going to tell them they 
are wrong." 


Gov. Tom McCall has ordered 


6,000 National Guard troops into 
the Pqrtland area for a training 
exercise on Aug. 28, opening 
day of the convention. He said 
they might be held into the next 
week. 


Portland area police and fire- 


men's leaves have been can- 
celed for the convention. 


Michael P. McCusker, 28, 


Portland, a former Marine who 
says he speaks for the People's 
Army Jamboree, said the gover- 
nor's order to the National 
Guard was itself a threat to the 
peace. 


Peter Fornara, another jam- 


boree leader, said, "It is not our 
intention to provoke violence." 


Robert H. Hazen, head of the 


local committee arranging the 
convention, said jamboree rep- 
resentatives had asked for a 
place on the convention pro- 
gram. 


"As far as I know, there is no 


space available," Hazen said 
Thursday. 


Hazen was asked if delegates 


from distant points were aware 
of the potential for trouble. He 
said he thought not but they 
would be and "the national com- 
mander will tell each legion- 
naire to keep his cool." 
Builder Blames 
Cutback for 
Work Slack 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Don- 


ald W. Henderson, the business 
manager of the Central Arkan- 
sas Building Trades Council, 
said the rate of unemployment 
among the council's affiliated 
unions is about 12 to 15 per 
cent. 


Henderson blamed the unem- 


ployment on President Nixon's 
75 per cent cutback in federal 
construction projects as an an- 
ti-inflation measure. 


He said about 60 to 70 per 


cent of the council's work is 
federally financed. 


Federal authorities consider 


an unemployment rate not ex- 
ceeding 3 per 
cent to be 


healthy. 


Kosygin-Nixon 
Meet Discussed 
! WASHINGTON (AP) - It is 
too early to say whether Presi- 
dent Nixon might meet with So- 
viet Premier Alexei Kosygin 
during 25th anniversary cere- 
monies at the United Nations 
this fall, the White House says. 


The heads of all U.N. nations 


have been invited to the cere- 
monies, and both the United 
States and Soviet Union have re- 
served time during the opening 
debate of the General Assembly 
session. 


However, presidential press 


secretary Ronald L. Ziegler said 
Thursday, "It is premature to 
discuss the President's schedule 
for that time." And Washington 
informants say the Russians 
have given no sign who will rep- 
resent them. 


FAA Would 
Ban Sales of 
Weapons

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Federal 
Aviation Administra- 


tion has asked airport operators 
to ban the sale of knives or imi- 
tation weapons at terminals to 
prevent their possible use by 
skyjackers. 


Carl F. Maisch, FAA security 


chief, confirmed Thursday air- 
port managements have been 
asked to discourage vendors 
from making such articles read- 
ily available to shoppers at air- 
ports. 


The request was contained in 


a letter to members of the Air- 
port Operators Council Interna- 
tional and the American Asso- 
ciation of Airport Executives. 


It asked airport operators to 


discourage the sale of items 
such as knives, daggers, imita- 
tion revolvers, and 
cigarette 


lighters shaped like hand gre- 
•nades. 


Airline crews normally can 


distinguish 
these 
from 
real 


weapons, the request said but 
they may not be able to do so if 
such an article is brandished 
about or pressed against the 
back of the head. 


The request is the latest FAA 


action to deter airline hijackers. 


An FAA task force earlier set 


up an anti-hijacking 
system 


credited with having circum- 
vented some airline hijackings. 


The system makes use of a hi- 


jacker behavioral 
profile, to 


identify potential troublemak- 
ers, and a weapons screening 
device. 


The anti-hijacking system is 


used by four airlines—Eastern, 
Trans World, Pan American 
and Continental—and at New 
Orleans International airport by 
all nine airlines serving that ter- 
minal- 


Even-Handed 
Policy, 
South Told 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon, assuring Southern 
leaders of an even-handed poli- 
cy on school desegregation, says 
he has no intention of waiting 
for trouble before enforcing the 
law. 


After meeting in New Orleans 


Friday with federally sponsored 
citizens committees on desegre- 
gation from seven states, Nixon 
said: 


"I believe that leadership in 


an instance like this requires 
some preventive action. We are 
trying to take some preventive 
action and we are getting mag- 
nificent cooperation from dedi- 
cated people in seven states in- 
volved." 


The President was greeted 


warmly on a motorcade throueh 
downtown New Orleans. He of- 
fered no new policy in his state- 
ments about school desegrega- 
tion, but it was considered sig- 
nificant the comments were 
made to an audience in the 
Deep South. 


"I emphasize this is one peo- 


ple, and we are going to carry 
out the law that way, not in a 
punitive way, treating the South 
as basically a second-class part 
of the nation," Nixon told news- 
men in relating details of the 
meeting with Southern leaders. 


But, he added, his administra- 


tion will exercise strong leader- 
ship on desegregation "because 
we believe in order and justice 
and believe in enforcing the 
law." 


Resistance to integration, the 


President declared, will hurt 
most the next generation of 
Southerners. "They will pay the 
price, the price for failure of 
leadership," heVdeclared. 
- 


Asks Reversal 
ef Conspiracy 
Cenviitiens 


CHICAGO (AP) — A motion 


to reverse the conviction of five 
persons found guilty of crossing 
state lines to incite rioting the 
week of the 1968 Democratic 
National Convention has been 
denied by a federal appeals 
court. 


Still pending is their appeal on 


grounds other than the electron- 
ic surveillance cited in the re- 
jected motion. 


Defense attorneys had argued 


in their motion that illegal elec- 
tronic surveillance of telephone 
conversations was used to ob- 
tain the convictions. 


The 7th U.S. Circuit Court of 


Appeals ruled Thursday that 
surveillance logs submitted to it 
contain no evidence of eaves- 
dropping on the defendants, 
their attorneys or their staff. 


The defendants convicted in a 


five-month U.S. District Court 
trial are David T. Dellinger, 
Rennard C. "Rennie" Davis, 
Abbott "Abbie" Hoffman, Jerry 
C. Rubin and Thomas Hayden. 
6/0wing Lava 
Threatens 
Haulu Forest 


VOI^CANO, Hawaii (AP) - A 


massive flow of glowing lava 
crossed the Chain of Craters 
road in Hawaii's Volcanoes Na- 
tional Park Thursday, touching 
off a large brush fire that 
threatened the valuable Naulu 
forest. 


Park officials were unsuccess- 


ful in their latest attempt to 
curb the creeping flow of molton 
rock with dirt dikes pushed up 
by bulldozers. This strategy 
worked successfully earlier in 
the week with a flow in the 
same area. 


Firefighters battled the blaze 


through the night in hopes of 
preventing it from reaching the 
forest reserve, which contains 
several varieties of native trees 
found nowhere else in the world, 
chief park ranger Arthur Huitt 
said. 


"The flow is one of several 


pouring out from the Aloi-Alae 
craters area," Huitt said. 


Congressmen 
Split on Issue

veto of a $4.4 billion appropria- 
tion bill for the Office of Edu- 
cation. 


Rep. Bill Alexander, D-Ark., 


voted in favor of the override 
and Rep. John Paul Hammer- 
schmidt, R-Ark., and Rep. Wil- 
bur Mills, D - Ark., voted 
against the measure. 


Rep. David Pryor, D-Ark., 


was not present for the vote 
because of an Illness in his 
family, but he said he would 
have voted to override the ve- 
to. 


Crittenden 
Shortage Is 
$32,392 
WEST MEMPHIS, Ark. (AP) 


— A preliminary audit report 
on the Crittenden County Gen- 
eral Fund shows that there 
may have been a $32,392.26 
shortage rather than the earli- 
er report of $26,255.17. 


The report was filed here 


Thursday by Garence E. John- 
son, a certified public account- 
ant with the Blytheville firm of 
Johnson and Stiles, which was 
employed by the county to 
make an audit in connection 
with an alleged mishandling of 
county funds by former Sheriff 
Marion Thomas. 


Thomas, who was suspended 


as sheriff June 29, is charged 
with embezzlement of public 
funds. He is free on $15,000 
bial. He was charged June 26 
in connection with an alleged 
shortage reported by state aud- 
itors of $26,255.17 in the Critten- 
den 
County General 
Fund. 


Thomas said he has since re* 


-paid the tnone?: •-*•-•*<"«& 


In his intiail report, Johnson 


requested the prosecutor to pe- 
tition the court having jurisdic- 
tion to permit his firm to 
inspect and photo-copy person- 
al business records of Thomas 
for the period of Jan. 1, 1965 
through June 30, 1970. 


"Permission to inspect and 


photo - copy these records is 
needed because, as our reports 
indicate, county funds have ap- 
parently been used to pay per- 
sonal notes and 
guaranteed 


notes, and county funds have 
been deposited 
into various 


personal 
accounts," 
Johnson 


said. 


Johnson's report alleged that 


an additional $7,359.18 in coun- 
ty money, which included four 
checks made payable to Thom- 
as' 
cousin, 
Conway 
County 


Sheriff Marlin Hawkins, were 
used personally by Thomas for 
a period of time without pay- 
ing any interest. 


The checks to Hawkins were 


for $214 on Aug. 19, 1967, 
$221.75 on May 13, 1968, $300.50 
on Sept. 9, 1969, and $302.60 on 
March 9, 1970. 


Thomas said he would not 


comment on the report until he 
has a chance to examine it.

Seven Killed 
in Arkansas 
Collision 


FORREST dt% Ark. (AP)-" 


Seven persons were killed Fri- 
day In a fiery two-car crash on 
Interstate 40 at Hie Wheatley 
interchange near here. 


State Police identified the vie* 


tims as E. E. Whitehurst, 87, 
and his wife, Nell, M, of Brink- 
ley. The other five victims were 
from New Albany, Mist. 


They were identified as John 


Dix, about 45, his wife Imogene, 
44, their son, Ronnie Dix, 24, his 
wife Patsy, 23, and the younger 
couple's son Jeff, 4. 


State Police said the accident 


occurred when the Whitehurst 
car drove onto Interstate 40 
traveling east in the westbound 
lane of traffic and hit the Mis- 
sissippi car headon. Both cars 
exploded and burned on impact. 


All seven persons were killed 


instantly or died in the fire, po- 
lice said. Fire units from Brink- 
ley and Wheatley were called to 
the scene to extinguish the 
blaze. 


State Police Trooper Charles 


Schafer said Whitehurst, a for- 
mer mayor of Brinkley, had 
been arrested about a year ago 
for driving the wrong way on 
the interstate. He was fined a 
total of $18. 
Southern State 
Decision 
Is Reversed 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — The 8th 


U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
here has reversed a lower 
court decision denying a re- 
quest for a permanent injunc- 
tion against Southern State 


*CoUegeJn Magnolia.. Ark. 


The appeal was on a .decision 


May 28, 1969, by U.S. District 
Judge Oren Harris. The ap- 
peals court remanded the case 
to Harris for "action consistent 
with this opinion." 


Dr. Imon E. Bruce, SSC pres- 


ident, revoke the charter of 
Students United for Rights and 
Equality (SURE) on March 24, 
1969 because the group failed 
to rescind an invitation extend- 
ed to two representatives of the 
Southern Student Organizing 
Committee. 


The two were Joe and Bar- 


bara Neal, who were described 
as civil rights and antiwar ad- 
vocates. 


Bruce asked SURE to with* 


draw the invitation becauae be 
feared there would be violence 
as a result of their speaking. 
When the organization refused, 
the group's charter was re- 
voked. Also, two professors al- 
legedly connected with SURE, 
Donald Baldridge and Kenton 
Stellwagen, were not reappoint- 
ed to their jobs. They claimed 
their contracts were not re- 
newed because of their activi- 
ties with SURE. 


"We hold that SURE'* mipen- 


sion and probation must bft re- 
moved," the appeals court 
said. "We also hold that any 
existing orders or directives 
prohibiting students or faculty 
who participated in alleged in- 
cidents from holding office in 
SURE or serving as an advis- 
ory to SURE must be readnd- 
ed."
